DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 21-27, 29, 31-33, 35, 37-39, 41, and 43-51 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or make obvious the steps of or means for "an end station is 
not coupled to a selected one of the access ports configured with rapid 
forwarding until after the respective access port is placed in the forwarding 
spanning tree port state", when such port is considered within the specific structure of 
the device recited in claims 26, 41 , and 51 . The prior art of record fails to teach or make 
obvious the steps of or means for "each access port configured with rapid 
forwarding is placed in the forwarding state prior to a physical layer link-up signal 
being received at the respective port", when such port is considered within the 
specific structure of the device recited in claims 24, 38, 43, and 46 or the method recited 
in claim 32.
